A F E W PH RA SES TRACED TO T H E IR

without 
walls and asked the king what he would 
do in case of Invasion. 
“Sparta has 
50,'WO soldiers" replied the king “and euch 
man is a brick!" 
“To give th** cold shoulder “—It was 
once the custom In France, when a guest 
had outstayed his welcome, to serve him 
with a cold shoulder of mutton instead of 
a hot roast as a gentle hint for him to go. 
“ To kick 
the bucket.” —This 
phrase 
dates back to the time of Queen Eliza­ 
beth. 
A shoem aker named Hawkins 
committed .suicide by Mending on a buck­ 
et placed on a table to raise* himself lo 
a convenient rafter. 
To kick the bucket 
wus, of course, his last act on earth. 
“Catching a T a rta r.” —During the war 
between Russia and the T arta rs a pri­ 
vate soldier cried out, “Captain, I have 
caught ii T a rta r!” 
The officer ordered 
him to bring his prisoner forward. "H e 
won't let me!" the soldier shouted back, 
ana investigation allowed th at the T arta r 
was holding back his captor. 
‘Apple-pie order.”—A certain Hepzibah 
Merton, In Puritan times, was in the ha­ 


bit of baking two or three dozen apple 
pies every Saturday, which were to last 
her family through the week.

er, who was found with a dripping knife 
In his hand. and who has made a ram ­ 
bling coniwsslon to the chief of police 
Tile girl la Jessie Klnnport of 119 V est 
9th avenue. 
Dressed in her night robe 
she w a s found at ll 30 Monday night In a 
vacant lot near her home where she had 
been drugged after the assault. The po­ 
lice at first held the theory that Jensen 
W'uj the criminal in the. latter case but 
circumstances have disproved it. 
Jensen gives po reason for the murder 
of Mrs Bulbs except that he thought aile 
was after him and that he supposed she 
was a woman who had spurned his love-

The police are completely mystified by 
the Klnport case.

The boundary dispute between Venezuela and Great Brit­ 
ain was long In evidence as an intel national question, dating back to previous 
centuries, and was only brought to arbitration through the Interference of the 
United States. 
A final decision was reached early In October. ISIK*, apd soon 
after surveying parti*** took the field to delimit the international boundary 
and establish pillars of stone and masonry as permanent memorials. 
As the forests of Venezuela arui Guiana a r e tropical In character, filled 
with dense masses of trees, m atted together with vines, and the swamps 
sw arm with alligators, snakes and electric eels, surveying In that region is not

BATEMAN’S POINT, R. L, July IO. 
•—The broad expanse of the ocean off 
th e entrance of N arragansett Bay is 
rapidly losing Its reputation 
as 
an 
ideal spot for yacht racing, for when 
th e three 90-footers and cup defender 
aspirants, Constitution, Columbia and 
Independence, came out of the harbor 
this m orning for a third contest in 
th e Newport yacht racing series, they 
found the wind even lighter than on 
the previous race days, while the long 
roll which played such an im portant 
p a rt in holding the Independence back, 
still continued. 
The wind in the h a r ­ 
bor early this m orning was from the 
north, but before the yachts left for 
th e sta rt the breeze 
shifted 
to the 
southeast, but at IO o’clock was very 
light and scarcely sufficient to enable 
th e three racers to go 
down 
under 
their three sails. 
Outside, 
off 
the 
lightship, there 
was 
scarcely 
any 
breeze a t aU, and an hour before the 
Start there was very little indication 
th a t the yachts could finish the course 
Inside of six hours, the tim e limit. 
In 
fact, the conditions this morning so 
closely resembled those of 
Saturday 
and Monday th a t the Boston contin­ 
gent were almost discouraged over any 
prospect of showing the racing quali­ 
ties of the Independence during 
the 
present series. 
* 
Shortly after IO o’clock the w i-d in­ 
creased a little so th a t the Columbia, 
the first boat out of the harbor, came 
down under her own sail. 
Out to sea 
there were some dark spots on the 
w ate r which 
gave 
some 
hope 
of 
stronger breezes. 
One of the com m it­ 
te e’s tugs followed 
the Columbia out 
■with the turning buoys on board ready 
for a run out to sea, it being under­ 
stood this m orning th a t the yachts 
today would sail over a windward and 
leeward course like that on Saturday, 
and at 10.30 it looked as if the outer 
m ark, as in the first .race, would be 
placed near the entrance of Vineyard 
Sound, or a little to the south of It. 
The Constitution followed 
the

lum bia by about ten minutes and the 
Independence followed about five m in­ 
utes later. 
Besides three lower sails, all three 
boats had large club top sails set. th a t 
on the Independence being laced to the 
top of the m ast for the first time. 
It was rath e r a small fleet 
which 
accom panied the yachts down the h a r ­ 
bor, but Judge’s boat, which was today 
th e big tu g Storm King, was 
quite 
prom pt in getting out, arriving at the 
lightship before 10.30. 
Soon after getting there, the Storm 
K ing hoisted signals for a windward 
and leeward race, the outer m ark be­ 
ing lo miles from the judge’s boat.

ofT shore. 
Five minutes after,

Green then Introduced F. Louis Bel­ 
dam superintendent of city schools of 
St. Louis, us the first speaker,

paper was on “What is a Fad?” 
Seldan auld in part: “The wonder­ 
ful achievem ent made in public 
In­ 
struction in the last ten years has been 
attended by certain incidental defects 
which, while they m ay neither be ser­ 
ious not widespread, have nevertheless 
attracted 
public attention 
and 
have 
aroused censure In the public prints. 
"There has been a widespread d is­ 
cussion In regard to what has been 
called ‘fads In education.‘ 
The charge 
Is made that In many places 
public 
schools undertake 
to teach 
what Is 
not necessary to the neglect and d is ­ 
regard of the essentials of 
commem 
school education. 
There Is the widest 
possible difference in regard 
to the 
question 'What Is a fud T 
Anything 
on which stress Is laid In excess of Its 
real educational value, and which for 
u time is overestimated, Is culled a 
fud. 
W hat Is a fail today may prove 
through practice urn! through support 
which It finds In public opinion u n e­ 
cessity and serious educational want, 
and be an innovation which will take 
rank am ong the 
proper subjects of 
Instruction or educational practices in 
the school room. 
“Drawing, music and m anual train­ 
ing have f r e q u e n t l y been called fads. 
They are not fads aa long as they are 
limited to the elem ents of t h e s e arts. 
To give the child a knowledge of nome 
popular songs, to have the school open 
and close with music, does not seem 


open to objection. 
Drawing, aa long 
aa its object is the cultivation of th* 
mind and eye in the elements for form* 
Is a branch which Is universally use­ 
ful arid may properly be considered 
a part of public education. 
If, how­ 
ever, Instruction in drawing or music 
is carried to an extreme, lf the aim is 
not to educate the powers 
of 
each 
child, but to train artists, these stud­ 
ies, otherw ise valuable, may become 
fads. Any study, or any alleged school­ 
room practice will become a fad when 
g g eluted 
and curried beyond ita 
true value. 
There are, however, few practices which 
have appeared In the last few years—for- 
t u rial sly in a few ptaeus, to which tho 
word •‘fad,” ‘'frill,’’ or / ‘fringe,” which 
public opinion applies to them, properly 
belongs. 
There are people to whom the 
love of the new ta education is as strong 
as the love of fashion la in social life. 
Not enough discrimination Is exercised 
in »ele« ring from new plans and devices 
Iii teaching, those that are wise and help­ 
ful 
Ii is characteristic of most of the 
fads 
that. they are launched Into the 
world 
with tho loud promise of impor­ 
tant results, alleged to be easy of attain­ 
ment by them at some future time, but 
no 
tangible results have flown 
from 
many of those innovations, heralded with 
enthusiasm and pursued with zeal. 
Tiler* are fads of educational theory as 
well as of ethical tonal practice. The idea 
thai tile child Ie the center of ali educa­ 
tion, or on til* other hand, the opposite 
Idea that the adult man, his possibilities 
and duties in Ilf* ,form the key' to all ed- 
u.Rtion, are extreme views which may 
lead in wrong practice*. 
The truth lies 
midway between. 
The aims of all child 
education lie in the future. 
The child is 
to be educated for the sake of the adult, 
into which he is to grow. 
On the other 
hand, flpfrltiml and adult manhood must 
be fashioned from the material and under 
the conditions which child life presents. 
to make education all play and entertain­ 
ment instead of work, to require the edu­ 
cator to stoop down to the child instead 
of standing erect and teaching the child 
to walk with him, la a common educa­ 
tional mistake.

“Sparta haw 
50,000 soldiers'’ replied the king “and each 
man is a brick!’’ 
“To give the cold shoulder.“—It was 
once the custom in France, when a guest 
had outstayed his welcome, to serve him 
with a cold shoulder of mutton Instead of 
a hot roast as a gentle hint for him to go. 
“To kick 
the bucket.”—This 
phruse 
dates back to the time of Queen Eliza­ 
beth. 
A shoemaker named Hawkins 
committed suicide by standing on a buck­ 
et placed on a tubie to raise himself to 
a convenient rafter. 
To kick the bucket
